Dollar Devaluation 
Points a Moral 
in Government 


The word from 
President 


Nixon's meeting with French 
President Pompidou in the 
Azores is that the United States 
will devalue the American dollar 
by about 5Vi per cent and the 
"hard currency" countries such 
as Switzerland, West Germany, 
Japan, and Sweden will hike 
their money by the same per- 
centage—to establish an orderly 
foreign exchange around the 
world. 


First there was the British 


pound sterling that stood as the 
fulcrum upon which all other 
currencies were balanced. But 
Great Britain was drained by 
two world wars—and the pound 
had to be repeatedly devalued 
until it no longer deserved to be a 
currency-measuring stick. 


The dollar took over as the 


world's currency pace-maker. 
But not for long. Prodigal 
spending both at home and 
abroad has brought upon us the 
inevitable 
result—devaluation. 


The 
immediate 
effect 


shouldn't fall on U.S. residents in 
their home markets. But if you 
should travel abroad you will 
find your dollar doesn't buy as 
much as it did this year. A small 
import car will cost slightly 
more, and perhaps you will buy 
an American brand instead. 


The irony of the situation is 


perfectly clear: The very nations 
that we helped rehabilitate 
themselves after we destroyed 
them in war saved their money 
while we were spending ours— 
and now their currencies, not 
ours, are on top. 


If your Paris hotel bill is up 11 


per cent—because the dollar is 
down 5M> per cent and the franc 
is up 5Vi>—don't scream. You've 
been voting for inflation almost 
without a break ever since World 
War II ended—until finally the

Gaulle used economics as a po- 
litical weapon, seeking to hit 
the Americans where it would 
hurt a lot—in the gold reserve 
basket.

Europe newly prosperious be- 
cause of the U.S. aid that 
rebuilt the war-shattered conti- 
nent, had plenty of dollars from 
such sources as U.S. military 
expenses in France, tourists 
and U.S. business investment.

Gaulle decreed on New Year's

1965, that France would 


convert into gold $300 million of 
its $1.3 billion hoard of dollars, 
in addition to the $500 million 
or so cashed regularly on an 
annual basis. It wasn't the 
amount so much as the obvious 
intent that hurt. The move 
threatened to undermine world 
confidence in the dollar, and 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
took swift steps to reduce the 
amount of gold the United 
States had to hold, by law, to

The Indian army triumphed 


on its eastern front today with 
the unconditional surrender of 
Pakistan's army in East Paki- 
stan. Then the Indian govern- 
ment ordered its troops on the 
western front to stop fighting 
Friday night in a unilateral 
cease-fire. 


The Indian Cabinet's decision 


to call a pause in the Kashmir 
area was made in the face of a 
declaration by Pakistan's presi- 
dent that he would carry on the 
war with India until the "occu- 
pied areas are taken back." 


In announcing the Indian gov- 


ernment's decision, an official 
spokesman said: "We have re- 
peatedly declared 
that India 


has no territorial ambition. 


"Now 
that Pakistani armed 


forces 
have 
surrendered 
in 


Bangla Desh, anlt Bangla Desli 
now is free, it is pointless in 
our view to continue the 
present conflict. 


"Therefore, in order to stop 


bloodshed and unnecessary loss 
of life, we have ordered our 
armed forces to cease-fire ev- 
erywhere on the western front, 
with effect from 2000 hours In- 
dian standard time on Friday, 
Dec. 17, 1971." 


"It is our earnest hope that 


there will be a corresponding 
immediate response from the 
government of Pakistan." 


The time given is 8 p.m. local 


time, equivalent to 9:30 a.m. 
EST. 


The eastern 
and 
western 


fronts are separated by about 
1,000 
miles, as are East and 


West Pakistan. 
• In East Pakistan, Indian sol- 
diers marched victoriously into 
Dacca and Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi told her people: 
"Dacca is how the free capital 
of a free country." 


It has been the provincial 


capital of the East wing of Pak- 
istan. 


Mrs. Gandhi declared refu- 


gees who had fled from East 
Pakistan to India were already 
returning to the area which In- 
dia calls Bangla Desh, or Ben- 
gali nation. 


The Pakistan president, Agha 


Mohammed Yayha Khan, ap- 
parently refusing to write off 
East Pakistan, broadcast his 
intention to put out, two weeks 
hence, a new constitution that 
he insisted would apply 
to 


"both the wings" of Pakistan. 


Before New Delhi's announce- 


ment of its intention to cease- 
fire in the west, an 
Indian 


spokesman had reported the 
biggest tank battle of the war 
as having taken place in that 
sector within the past 24 hours. 


Announcement of the eastern- 


front victory brought cheers in 
the New Delhi Parliament. 


The prime minister said the 


surrender was signed in Dacca, 
East Pakistan's capital, at 4:31 
pjn.—6:01 a.m. EST—by Lt. 
Gen. 
A.A.K. Niazi, the com- 


mander of the estimated 80,000 
Pakistani troops in the province. 


The surrender was received, 


she said, by Lt. Gen. J.S. Aur- 
ora, the commander of India's 
eastern command, who flew to 
Dacca this afternoon.

MIAMI (AP) — A Cuban ex- 


ile-owned freighter, crippled by 
fire from a Cuban gunboat, was 
wider tow toward the Commu- 
nist island today following a 
bloody attack on the high seas 


"The deck is covered with 


blood. I am dying ... ," the 
freighter's captain, 55-year-old 
Jose Villa, said in a final and 
desperate radio message re- 
ceived here Wednesday. 


"Tell the Coast Guard to 


come quickly," Villa said. "Tell 
them 
there 
are 
dead and 
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wounded here " 


The Johnny Express was the 


second ship owned by Bahama 
lines of Miami—a firm oper- 
ated by Cuban exiles—to be 
seized by Cuba in 10 days. 


A Bahama Unes official said 


the Johnny Express had been 
taken in tow by Cuban patrol 
boats about 118 miles north of 
the island's east coast. 


"It is on its way to Cuba by 


force," the spokesman said. "It 
is piracy and no one will do 
anything to help us." 


The Johnny Express had a 


crew of 14, including two Amer- 
ican citizens, according to Ba- 
hama lines. It is the sister ship 
of the Lyla Express, which was 
seized Dec. 5 and taken to 
Cuba. 


U.S. Coast Guard spokesman 


Ron Wright said planes with 
medics were dispatched purely 
on a humanitarian mission in 
efforts to provide medical aid 
for the crew and "we can't get 
involved in the fight." The 
planes were unable to find the 
Johnny Express.

registry ami not in U.S. waters 
when attacked so "our hands 
are tied."

Price Freeze Hits 
Doctors, Hospitals

WASHINGTON (AP) - If 


your doctor's average fee is 
now $15, he can add another 
37.5 
cents, but not a penny 


more unless the government 
approves it. 


A hospital with an average 


price of $50 a day can add $3, 
but no more unless the govern- 
ment says its okay. 


The Price Commission hand- 


ed the medical profession those 
guidelines Wednesday in what 
is believed to be government's 
first attempt to regulate medi- 
cal costs across the board in 
the United States. 


They limit the increases in 


the average of all an individual 
doctor's fees to 2.5 per cent a 
year, and the average of all an 
individual hospital's charges to 
6 per cent a year. 


While a doctor's charge for a 


house call might go .up more 
than J.*-per cent, the* average 
of all his fees cannot, without 
special permission. 


To justify increases even 


within those limits, medical 
professionals must have had in- 
creases in allowable costs, and 
in any case can't increase their 
profit margins. To go above 
those ceilings they must obtain 
special permission 
from the 


government. 


The American Medical Asso- 


ciation, which has consistently 
fought government regulation, 
had no immediate comment 
pending a review of the guide- 
lines by AMA officials. An 
AMA 
spokesman, 
Dayton 


Moore, said his preliminary re- 
search turned up no past effort 
at such widespread government 


regulation of medical costs. 


Chairman C. Jackson Gray- 


son Jr. said the commission 
hopes to halve the 12.9-per-cent 
rate of inflation in medical 
costs, while its goal for the 
economy as a whole is to keep 
price increases to a maximum 
2.5-per-cent average. 


"We were concerned with not 


reducing the quality of health 
care in the country," Grayson 
said. "That was very important 
to us." 


The guidelines split the medi- 


cal field into two divisions, in- 
stitutional and non-institutional 
providers, and set up different 
regulations for them. 


In the first category, which 


includes hospitals and other in- 
stitutions, prices may be raised 
only to reflect allowable costs, 
offset by productivity increas- 
es. 


But prices may not be raised 


to reflect higher labor costs of 
more than 5.5 per cent, the- Pay 
Board ceiling for permissible 
wage increases. 


Hospitals and other medical 


institutions may raise prices up 
to 2.5 per cent without notifying 
the government, but for raises 
higher than that, they must tell 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and Medicare officials.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Alcohol Safety Action Program 
in Pulaski County is nearing the 
end of a half year of planning 
and research, gaining a tank of 
information aimed at accelera- 
ting a substantial reduction in 
alcohol-related traffic fatalities. 


The ASAP project is designed 


to meet head-on the destruc- 
tion caused by problem drinker- 
drivers, who, according to sta- 
tistics, are involved in about 
20.000 traffic deaths a year. 


Great success is predicted for 


the program by Ralph D. Scott, 
former director of the Arkan- 
sas State Police, who is director 
of the Law Enforcement Divi- 
sion of the ASAP project. 


Some of the basic objectives 


of ASAP are identification of 
problem drinkers, better en- 
forcement procedures, court co- 
operation and alternative treat- 
ments. 


Success of the federally funded 


project, Scott said during an in- 
terview, hinges on cooperation 
of the judges. 


"It can't work unless the 


judges are in favor and support 
it," Scott said. He said judges 
in the county had indicated "full 
and complete support and I'm 
quite sure the program never 
would have been approved ex- 
cept for the cooperative attitude 
of the judges." 


Scott said judges were the 


secret to success because they 
can do whatever they want with 
a drunk driver. He said judges 
will have more 
alternatives 


available in such cases. Rather 
than just imposing a fine, a jail 
sentence or revoking the driver's 
license, the judge will be able 
to place the person in care of a 
probation officer or assign him 
to attitude formation seminars. 


Scott predicted the program 


would be so successful in re- 
ducing traffic fatalities that it 
will be expanded to all munici- 
palities of any size. 


One reason for his optimism 


is that 23 officers will be hired

APPROVES GRID LOAN

The half year of planning for 


ASAP began July 1 and the ac- 
tion phase will begin Jan. 2 and 
continue for three years. R. E. 
Brians, former Little Rock po- 
lice chief, is director of the pro- 
gram, which is administered un- 
der the state Department of Pub- 
lic Safety. The Pulaski project 
is one of 35 throughout the na- 
tion and is the only one of the 
35 in which the state is the 
prime contractor. 


"We feel our arrangement is 


superior to any other project be- 
cause of the close coordination 
involving the expenditure of fed- 
eral funds that might not other- 
wise have been possible," Scott 
said. An example, he said, is 
that the State Police is partici- 
pating in the project by virtue 
of a grant to the ASP in which 
it matches the funds through a 
work arrangement. During the 
next three years, the project is 
to receive nearly $2 million in 
federal money. 


Thus far, the ASAP has con- 


ducted a roadside study and a 
household survey to see how 
much knowledge people had in 
laws regarding drinking and 
driving, if they were willing to 
cooperate in clearing the high- 
way of problem drinker-drivers, 
and other personal information. 
Scott said the information will 
help them to know if the pro- 
ject is getting its point across 
to the public and how much pro- 
gress has been made in general 
a year from now when other 
studies are conducted. 


During the roadside study last 


month, Scott said about 1,200 
persons were stopped at 30 dif- 
ferent locations between 8 p.m. 
and 3 a.m. "No names were 
taken," Scott said. "This was 
purely a research project. The 
ones we found drunk we took 
home and drove their cars home. 
No one was arrested." 


One of the first basic objec- 


tives is establishment of a good 
records system so that convic- 
tions for alcohol-involved, non- 
traffic arrests appear on the 
driving record, together with 
records of treatment by public 
social and health agencies. This 


is designed to help identify the 
problem drinker-driver before he 
gets on the road. 


Problem drinker-drivers are 


defined as those who have more 
than one arrest for offenses in- 
volving alcohol—including non- 
highway arrests—who are known 
to various health and social 
agencies and who often have a 
history of troubled relationships 
with their employers, families 
and creditors. 


The records system will be 


used as a presentence report for 
the judge and the prosecuting 
attorney. "The judges are quite 
excited about it," Scott said. 
"It's hard for them to pass sen- 
tence without a presentence re- 
port of knowledge (about the 
person convicted)." 


The records may suggest to 


the judge that the person is a 
problem drinker-driver and the 
judge may suspend a portion of 
the sentence and suggest that he 
undergo medical and psychologi- 
cal evaluation, Scott explained. 


Training and education also 


will be available for such per- 
sons at "attitude formation sem- 
inars," which will be conducted 
at three levels by the Univer- 
sity 
of Arkansas' 
Graduate 


School of Social Work in Little 
Rock. 


The judge also may put the 


offender on probation in care of 
one of three probation officers 
who will be available under the 
program in Little Rock, North 
Little Rock and Jacksonville- 
Sherwood. 


Also included in the project 


will be distribution throughout 
the community of "alcolators." 
From these, a person can figure 
out how much it will take for 
him to drink to be legally drunk. 


The standard for legal evi- 


dence of drunkenness is a blood 
alcohol concentration of .10 per 
cent. The number of one ounce 
drinks of 86 proof whisky for a 
160-pound man within two hours 
of eating to reach that level is 
between six and seven. Fewer 
drinks are required to reach the 
level if taken on an empty 
stomach. 


The number of drinks required 


to reach a state of irresponsible 
drinking particularly when driv- 
ing is seven, and the number 
that is symptomatic of a drink- 
ing problem is 10, according to 
federal statistics.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have al- 


ways looked askance at cos- 
metics containing hormones, 
as I thought applying them 
outside couldn't make any 
difference. 


I have been using a pre- 


s c r i b e d hormone vaginal 
cream which really makes a 
difference. Now I am won- 
dering if the face, too, can 
absorb hormones. I am in 
my late 50s, so naturally 
would welcome any help. I 
am not, however, eager to 
enrich a cosmetic manufac- 
turer for psychological help. 


Dear Reader—Yes, many 


of the things applied to the 
skin are actually absorbed 
by the body. A good example 
is a nitroglycerin ointment, 
when rubbed over the chest 
it will relieve angina pain. 


Now that doesn't m e a n 


that you will get what you 
hope for from h o r m o n e 
creams for your face. It de- 
pends entirely on what you 
want. If it is wrinkles you 
wish to get rid of you will 
most likely be disappointed. 


The cream that serves as 


a b a s e for the hormones 
usually acts as a moisturizer 
—that is it helps prevent dry- 
ing or loss of water from the 
deeper layers of the skin. 
This is sometimes helpful, 
usually in skin showing ag- 
ing. This is not due to the 
hormones, however. If a per- 
son used a c r e a m with 
enough hormone to cause a 
significant effect on the skin 
it could also cause problems 
by its total effect on the 
body. 


The hormone cream you 


have been using actually re- 
lieves the shortage of female 
hormone and is useful for 
that purpose. This however 
is quite different than the 
usual aging of the skin which 
you are probably concerned 
about. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—It is nec- 


essary for my children to 
take 50,000 units of vitamin 
A because of a severe lack 
of it in their systems since 
they were very young. How- 


ever, d u r i n g the winter 
months I have given them 
vitamin C to ward off colds. 
Now someone tells me that I 
am defeating my purpose be- 
cause the one vitamin coun- 
teracts and voids the other. 
Is this true? If so, how can 
we benefit in b o t h areas 
without nullifying one or the 
other. 


Dear Reader—That is the 


least of your worries. There 
is absolutely no nullifying 
effect of either vitamin on 
the other. I must point out, 
however, thatexcess amounts 
of vitamin A can be harm- 
ful. Many doctors feel that 
continued doses in excess of 
25,000 units daily are ill-ad- 
vised and may cause vita- 
min A toxicity. The Amer- 
ican Medical Assn.'s 1971 
Drug Evaluation also states 
that there is no evidence of 
any additional benefits from 
d o s e s in excess of 25,000 
units daily. Other than short 
term treatment for vitamin 
A deficiency, the 
regular 


dose is 5,000 units daily or 
less.

ENUGU, Nigeria (AP) - 


Dick Tiger, the former world 
boxing champion who lost most 
of his ring earnings during the 
civil war between his native 
Biafra and Nigeria, is dead of a 
liver ailment at age 42. 


Tiger beat Gene Fullmer to 


become world middleweight 
champion at age 33, lost the 
title to Joey Giardello, then 
won it back two years later. He 
lost the middleweight crown to 
Emile Griffith in 1966, but eight 
months 
later won the 
light 


heavyweight 
championship 


from Jose Torres. 


He was named Fighter of the 


Year by Ring Magazine in 1962 
and 1966, received the Boxing 
Writers Association's Edward 
J. Neil Memorial 
Award as 


Fighter of the Year in 1963 and 
1966, and was made a member 
of the Order of the British Em- 
pire in 1963. 


Born as Richard 
Dietu in 


Amaigbo, Orlu, in the heart of 
Biafra, he was schooled 
by 


Anglican 
missionaries 
and 


spoke with a cultured British 
accent. When he became world 
champion 
he was extremely 


popular and relatively wealthy 
in his homeland, then a united 
Nigeria. 


But 
with the outbreak of 


fighting 
between secessionist 


Biafra a/id Nigeria, Tiger lost 
most of the wealth he had ac- 
cumlated in his homeland. He 
retired from boxing last July to 
devote his time to physical 
training programs for soldiers 
in Biafra's army. 


Tiger, whose death Monday 


was confirmed Wednesday, won 
64 of 81 bouts after turning pro- 
fessional at age 23. He learned 
boxing from British military of- 
ficers in Ala, near the Nigerian 
capital of l-agos. 


He is survived by his widow,

the United States expects to 
forge a new international mone- 
tary settlement by the time the 
92nd Congress reconvenes Jan. 
18. 


If things work out as planned, 


the settlement would include 
agreement on a new pattern of 
money-exchange rates, elimina- 
tion of some trade barriers to 
U.S. goods, and some sharing 
of defense costs by U.S. allies. 


The 
Nixon 
administration 


then would be ready to in- 
troduce in Congress its bill to 
devalue the dollar, which it 
agreed to do in principle earlier 
this week. It might also be the 
time for the death of the import 
surcharge. 


U.S. 
officials 
have empha- 


sized that any monetary settle- 
ment must be a package deal 


in which elimination of some 
trade barriers, notably by the 
Common Market, and sharing 
of defense costs are included. 


But the next month will be 


crucial. First, finance ministers 
and central bankers of the 10 
richest non-Communist nations 
leather here this week to dis- 
cuss how much their currencies 
should be worth in relation to 
each other. At the same time, 
U.S.

plan bilateral 


talks with trade representatives 
on stripping away barriers to 
U.S. exports. 


Then President Nixon 
has 


key meetings scheduled with 
leaders of West Germany, Ja- 
pan and Britain. Trade and 
burden-sharing of defense costs 
are expected to be among top- 
ics of discussion. 


Nixon broke a logjam and en- 


hanced a currency-trade-de- 
fense-cost settlement when he 
agreed to devalue the dollar as 
part of a new international

The United States wants re- 


valuation of several major cur- 
rencies to uo along with the 
dollar devaluation, principally 
an increase in the value of the 
Japanese yen and the West 
German mark.

Issue to Hit 
All Industry

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Environmental 
Protection 


Agency plans to require basic 
treatment of virtually all indus- 
trial discharges into U.S. wa- 
terways, 
even where states 


don't demand it. 


EPA general counsel John 


Quarles Jr. says EPA's 10 re- 
gional administrators are being 
directed to apply a minimum 
requirement 
of 
"secondary 


treatment or its equivalent" to 
all permits for industrial-waste 
discharges into navigable wa- 
ters. 


More-stringent controls are to 


be imposed where required to 
meet state water-quality stand- 
ards, he said in an interview. 


Quarles 
said the 
directive 


"reaffirms and clarifies" exist- 
ing 
policy 
which 
was 
not 


spelled out in writing before. 


The "clarification," however, 


marks the first open estab- 
lishment by EPA of a nation- 
wide 
industrial-treatment 


standard. 


Administrator 
William 
D. 


Ruckelshaus said last April 
that "the federal government is 
responsible 
for 
establishing 


minimum 
national 
require- 


ments and supervising state ac- 
tivities." 


At that time, EPA had con- 


tracted 
out 
development 
of 


what it hoped would be specific 
guidelines for water-pollution 
controls on some 20 major in- 
dustrial categories. 


By 
July, 
however, 
Ruck- 


elshaus concluded that man- 
datory 
guidelines 
were 
not 


practical. 


Regional administrators, re- 


sponsible for writing antipollu- 
tion terms into federal permits 
required 
for 
industrial dis- 


charges, were directed only to 
use their best professional judg- 
ment. 


To 
answer 
any 
questions 


about the policy, Quarles said, 
he was sending a new memo to 
the regional 
administrators, 


making it clear that: 


—EPA will require each in- 


dustrial plant subject to a per- 
mit to achieve at least a min- 
J&ium leyelj/af., pollution control; 
thus, there*rnay not be any rjo- 
treatment permits. 


—The permits must specify 


discharge limitations and time- 
tables for achieving them. 


—Exact requirements 
must 


be determined case by case, 
but the general standard will 
be "secondary treatment or its 
equivalent," that is, treatment 
roughly equivalent to that given 
municipal wastes. 


—The minimum requirement 


includes plants located on ei- 
ther intrastate or interstate wa- 
terways, including waters for 
which no state standards have 
been adopted. 


—The 
federal 
minimum 


standard applies even where a 
lower treatment level might 
satisfy existing state standards. 


—Where serious pollution ex- 


ists, more-stringent controls 
must be applied if necessary to 
achieve applicable water quali- 
ty standards. 
Renews Grant 
for Training 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Ozarks Regional 
Commission 


voted Wednesday to renew a 
$196,500 grant to the Arkansas 
Industry Training Program. 


The second-year grant match- 


es the commission's initial fund- 
ing of the program, whose fis- 
cal management had been ques- 
tioned by the state's legislative 
auditors. 


Gov. 
Dale Bumpers suggest- 


ed that in the future the pro- 
ject, if it deserves continuing, 
should be totally supported by 
the state. The state now pro- 
vides more than $200,000 of the 
project cost. 


"After next year, as far as 


I'm concerned, it can sink or 
swim on its own," Bumpers told 
the commission. 


The program was established 


in 1970 to train employes for 
new and expanding industries in 
Arkansas. 


l.arry S. Brown was dis- 


missed as project director Oct. 
8 shortly before a legislative au- 
dit alleged numerous instances 
uf conflicts of interests, falsified 
invoices, payments for work not 
performed and violations of pur- 
chasing laws and other fiscal 
.statutes in the operations of the 
program. 


Greater Need Than Ever 
for Vocational Schools 


This is a vocational-technical 


oriented society which needs 
young people who are equipped 
with proper 
attitudes 
and 


technical knowledge to 
fill 


technical jobs. 


Only 15 to 20 per cent of high 


school graduates finish college, 
and in many areas there is a 
surplus of college graduates. 80- 
85 per cent of our students need 
vocational 
education 
and 


training. 


If the state post secondary 


vocational-technical schools are 
not already full, they will be in 
the next few years. They will be 
able to take only a small fraction 
of the students. 


This puts the problem back on 


the secondary schools and on the 
entire public school system. 
Even though there are several 
area 
vocational-technical 


schools available, including Red 
River 
Vocational-Technical 


School here in Hope, they are not 
large enough to afford 
the 


training needed by everyone in 
this area. 


"The Hope Public School 


system wants to solve this 
problem. In order to do this, we 
need the support of the com- 
munity. We have some programs 
in operation, but they are not 
sufficient to meet the needs of 
our students," explains Jim 
Bullock, vocational counselor.

lific enough to be trusted? 


To a guiwinp degree, yes. As 


polling has become more skillful, 
courts have become less skeptical. 
The fact remains, however, that 
the law will take a hard look at 
any particular poll before putting 
faith in its findings. 


To begin with, the poll must 


be extensive enough lo be sig- 
nificant. 


In one case, an accused felon 


sought a change of venue on Ihe 
ground that the local populace 
was prejudiced against him. But 
the only proof of prejudice was a 


The court decided that such a 
poll did not carry enough weight 
to make its point. 


Nor will the results be persua- 


sive if the questioners used "lead- 
ing questions." A soap company 
claimed in court that the name of 
a new chewing gum was so simi- 
lar to Ihe name of its soap that 
the public would be confused. 


To prove it, the company pro- 


duced a survey that seemingly did 
show such confusion. But the 
questions had been slanted lo in- 
duce the desired answers. The 
court decided this poll wasn't 
worth much either as a means of 
proof. 


On the other hand, in a case 


involving a charge of false adver- 
tising, a carefully conducted poll 
was accepted as good evidence of 
how the ad was understood by 
the average consumer. 


And in a case testing the use 


of radios on buses, a poll helped 
to prove that most of the passen- 
gers liked (he idea. 


Most successfully, polls have 


been used in trademark cases to 
ascertain how familiar the public 
is with a brand name. 


Of course, polls will never be 


as scientific as fingerprints. But 
when the state of the public mind 
is at issue, polling can give justice 
a kind of help it can get in no 
other way.

list of instructions on the legal 
Issues in the case. 
T It was the sixth time a mili- 
tary panel was asked to tackle 
the issue of My Lai and in- 
volves the last such charges on 
file.

sponsibility for the slayings, the 
Henderson court-martial dealt 
with the break in the chain of 
command that kept word of the 
deaths' at My Lai from reach- 
ing Army headquarters for a 
year.

aide men should govern, an early form of civil 
service examinations \vas begun. Those who 
passed were called mandarins and became of- 
ficials in the slate bureaucracy. 


During the S.'Vyear reign of the greatest of 


the Han emperors, VVu Ti I I I0-f>7 B.C.I. Con- 
fucianism was proclaimed the official cult of 
the state. Under Wu Ti, and after him, Chinese 
arms |>enetrated in all directions, from Korea 
to modern Vietnam to deep into central Asia. 
On one occasion, in .'56 B.C.. Chinese soldiers 
are believed to have actually encountered Ro- 
man legionaries somewhere east of the Caspian 
Sea. 


According to Ssu-ma Ch'in, called the father 


of Chinese history, the early days of Han were 
prosperous. The granaries overflowed and the 


government had so much surplus rash that the 
strings tying it rotted. 


The wars of Wu Ti. waged both for glory 


and to push back the barbarians who were ever 
ready to pounce on China, took care of this. 
Wu Ti also extended the Great Wall and founded 
Central University at the capital. Ch'angan. Near 
the end of the dynasty it boasted more than 
30.000 students. 


He decreed that prices were to be regulated 


by the state by buying grain and other staples 
when they were plentiful and cheap and sell- 
ing them when prices began to rise. Salt and 
iron were made government monopolies. 


The reign of Wu Ti saw the first of three 


famous attempts to apply socialistic principles 
to the building of the Great Society. The next 
experiment came about a century after him.

A gentle little man with 


a puckish smile sat next to 
rne the other day and pro- 
ceeded to puncture some myths 
about wine with the zest of a 
youngster popping toy balloons. 


My companion was none oth- 


er than Henri Martin, vener- 
able president of the presti- 
gious Bordeaux Wines Associ- 
ation. He is also mayor of the 
town of St Julien in the heart of 
the Medoc region and owner of 
the renowned Chateau Gloria 
vineyards. 


Martin led off by drawing a 


bead on an ancient taboo 
against chilling red wine under 
any circumstances There was 
no reason, he said, why you 
should not put a bottle of light 
young red wine into the icebox 
half an hour before consuming, 
if you like your drinks on the 
cool side 


Martin's next target was the 


old adage that red wine should 
be drunk only with red meats 
and white wine with fish or 
fowl 


"Take any wine you prefer 


with whatever dish you are eat- 
ing." he declared "And inci- 
dentally red wine is good with 
fish, despite all the don'ts you 
hear " 


He added, however, that one 


should use some common 
sense, such as saving a robust 
wine for the roast, if one is 
serving several wines with the 
rneal 


Contrary to another myth — 


that wine devotees drink their 
brew in a vacuum — many, like 
Martin, have a deep interest in 
f o o d . He was s o m e w h a t 
shocked in fact at the American 
custom of gulping down a bite 
at lunch 


While dwelling on the merits 


of a good meal properly en 
joyed, Martin gave me the rec- 
ipe for a sauce from his native 
Bordeaux that is said to do won- 
ders for a steak or most any red 
meat Here it is
